WESTERN PENNSYLVANIA 
SECTION CONVENTION HOST 
CANCELS FUTURE HAMFESTS 


Just two days after hosting the 
ARRL Western Pennsylvania 
Section Convention September 
10, the Butler County Amateur 
Radio Association (BCARA) 
<http://www.w3udx.org/> voted 
to throw in the towel and get out 
of the hamfest business. The main 
reason, cited in the September 
issue of the club's Tell-A-Ham 
newsletter, is a lack of member 
involvement. 


"The few, dependable workers 
have burned out," wrote BCARA 
Treasurer Kevin Berry, KF4RMA, 
who edits the newsletter and took 
on tasks this year as hamfest 
vendor chairman, parking 
chairman, treasurer and flyer 
preparation, among others. 
According to the newsletter, 


fewer that one-quarter of the 
club's 80 members pitched in to 
make the hamfest happen this 
year, and nearly all handled 
multiple duties during the event. 


The September 10 gathering at 
the Butler County Farm Show 
Fairgrounds was the club's 29th 
annual hamfest. Whether it's also 
the last, BCARA President Jim 
Love, WIJHL, told ARRL, is in the 
hands of the membership. 


"If we can get the manpower that 

is required to support the hamfest 
we will continue the tradition," he 
said. "However, this year, as in the 
recent past, we have not received 

the needed help."

What is a List Server? 

If you're like a lot of people, you might ask, "What is a list server?" It's a common 
question. A list server is a program that runs on a computer — in our case, it's in Chapel 
Hill. This program’s job is to receive an email from someone and send it to lots of other 
people. It works on a subscription basis. The people receiving the message are 
"subscribers" to the list. So far so good? Great! 


What Does This Mean to Me? 

RARS has a list server for the purpose of allowing club members to pass along news, 
stories, technical information, and even "for sale" advertisements to other club members. 
Being a subscriber on the list is strictly voluntary. At the moment, there are less than a 
hundred subscribers on the list. Anyone of these subscribers can send email to ALL the 
other subscribers by addressing their email to the list address. How much does it cost to 
subscribe? It's free — just another benefit of membership in the Club. 


The caretaker of the list manages it with a “jello fist.” Although no personal attacks or 
insults are permitted, there are very few restrictions as to what can be in an email going 
to the list. Anything ham related, or that might be of interest to hams, is allowed. This 
includes computer-related topics as well, since most of us now have a computer in 

the hamshack. Heck, even topics concerning donuts qualify, since we have them at our 
club meetings. 


How Does it Work? 

Say you want to send a message to club members telling 
them that we're having an excellent guest speaker at 
the next meeting. You would type up an ordinary email, 
informing everyone of the sensational tasty treats that 
will be available at the meeting, and set the subject line 
to something clever, so we'll all read the message. Then, 
in the "to" box where you put the addressee, put 
"rars-l|@rtpnet.org” but do it without the quotation 
marks. Notice that it is a lowercase “L” and not the digit 
one (1) after the dash.

In about a minute, the email will be sent to all the subscribers on the list, and everyone 
will look forward to an interesting meeting night that month. That's it! 


How Many Messages Will | Get? 

Another common question | get is "how many messages will | get? | already have too 
much email coming in." Well, the answer is that it varies from month to month. It's 
averaging less than a message a day. Last year there were about 4 messages a week. 
Usually, there will be several weeks with no messages, then someone will send a 
message. For the next few days, there may be 2 or 3 replies a day to that one message. 
When things flare up like this, you could get 10 or 15 emails in one week. Generally 
speaking, it's a very small amount of traffic and doesn't tax most people’s inbox at all. 
Many subscribers are "lurkers." That means they read all the messages sent to the list, 
but rarely, if ever, send an email to the list. | fall into that category myself. 


How Do | Become a Subscriber? 

To become a list subscriber, just send email to me at ac4zo@arrl.net and give me your 
email address. | will verify your membership, and then add you to the list. If you have 
more than one address, such as a work address and a home address, | can put them 
both on the list so you receive the emails at both places. This also allows you to send 
an email to the list from either location.

Public service — Dick KD4ISC reported all who participated with the Jamboree On 
The Air (OTA) had a good time. He hopes that we will participate again next year. 
The remainder of the year appears to be free of any additional public service 
activities. March of next year will be busy. The MS Society has requested help for a 
walk on March 24. The Odyssey of the Mind Regional Tournament will be held on 
March 3 and the State event will be on March 31 (the Saturday before RARSfest).
